It's that time of year - the official mark to 
summer's beginning. Most of the folks in the Tri-Town 
will have all or part of Memorial Day weekend off to 
welcome summer and solemnly remember the men and 
women who have died defending our freedom. 

There are plenty of events in the Tri-Town and 
beyond this weekend. Here is a compilation of some of 
the Memorial Day events that you can attend - all are free 
and family-friendly. 

• Mattapoisett - The Florence Eastman Post will 
be having the Mattapoisett Memorial Day Ceremony 
on Monday May 31 at the Mattapoisett Public Library. 
The event will begin at 1:30 pm with a Pledge of 
Allegiance. Commander Michael Lamoureux will give 
opening remarks, and a prayer will be given by Chaplain 
Richard Langhoff . The Old Hammondtown Orchestra 
will perform the Old Hammondtown March, God Bless 
America, America, and the Star Spangled Banner. 

Members of the Legion will place wreaths on the 
war memorials. The parade will assemble, proceed to the 
town wharf for a JrROTC firing squad salute (for those 
who lost their lives at sea), and then proceed to Cushing 
Cemetery for another fire salute (for those who lost their 
lives on land). This year's service will be in memory of Lt. 
Chris Byron, a Rochester resident who was a decorated 
Korean War veteran and an Honorable Massachusetts 
Superior Court Justice. 

The special speaker at the Mattapoisett Memorial 
Day services will be Adrian Lonsdale, a retired captain 
from the U.S. Coast Guard. Lt. Lonsdale, a Mattapoisett 
resident and published author, gave 33 years of service 
and graduated from the Coast Guard Academy in 1950. 

• Marion - Benjamin D. Cushing VFW Post 
2425 will be hosting the Marion Memorial Day Parade 
and Observance on Monday, May 31. Those involved in 
the parade should arrive at 8:30 am, and the parade will 
assemble at 8:45 am. 

At 9:00 am, the VFW will perform the raising of 
the colors, then the parade will proceed south on Front 
Street to Main Street, to the Marion Town House, then 
north to Spring Street, to the Old Landing Cemetery, north 
on Mill Street to Ryder Lane to the Old Landing Veterans'

Refreshments will be served at the Music Hall 
after the parade. In the event of rain, activities will be held 
inside the Music Hall at 9:00 am. 

• Rochester - The annual Rochester Boat Race 
will take place on the Mattapoisett River on Monday, 
May 31. It will begin at Grandma Hartley's Reservoir on 
Snipatuit Road at 8:30 am, and will finish at Herring Weir 
in Mattapoisett on Route 6. The race, which is open to 
people of all ages, will have different divisions for men, 
women, junior boys, junior girls, co-ed and there will be a 
parent / child division. 

Trophies and prizes for the Rochester Boat Race 
will be awarded on Memorial Day at the Rochester 
Memorial School at 7:30 pm. 

• New Bedford - On the weekend of May 
29-31, the Buttonwood Park Zoo will host "Military 
Appreciation Weekend". All active duty, retired and 
reserve personnel who show proof of service will be 
admitted for free. The zoo will be open from 10:00 am to 
5:00 pm. 

On May 31, there will be the Annual Fisherman's 
Memorial Service. The walk will go from the Seamen's 
Bethel on Johnny Cake Hill, along Union Street to Pier 3 
for a service honoring fisherman who have lost their lives 
at sea. This walk will take place at 10:00 am. 

Also on May 31 in New Bedford, there will be the 
Annual Memorial Day Parade, which will begin at 11:15 
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am at the New Bedford High School, and will proceed 
east on Parker Street to the entrance of Clasky Common 
on County Street. 

• Fairhaven - On Saturday and Sunday, May 29 
and 30, there will be a Revolutionary War Camp at Fort 
Phoenix, beginning 10:00 am on Saturday, and continuing 
until 3:00 pm Sunday. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, the Fairhaven 
Office of Tourism and guests will present a weekend- 
long historical encampment at the Fort. This will be a 
great chance to talk to period-costumed men and women 
about the history of Fort Phoenix and life in the 1770's. 
There will be military drilling, flintlock musket, camp- 
cooking and cannon- firing demonstrations. There will 
be tomahawk-throwing, children's activities, spinning, 
fire-starting, and even demonstrations of 18th century 
dentistry. 

The Fairhaven Memorial Day Parade will 
take place on Monday, May 31, and will proceed from 
Main Street to Riverside Cemetery, starting at 8:30 am. 
There will be a raising of the flag at the Fairhaven High 
School on the way, in memory of Mary Battaini, and the 
Fairhaven High School music students will perform the 
National Anthem. At Riverside Cemetery, there will be a 
ceremony at the Civil War monument and then a cannon 
salute.

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out of cardboard, Mr. Dias decided that wasn't enough. 

"I figured go big or go home/' Mr. Dias said, 
adding with a smile, "Go for the gold."

Marion Elects Write-in ORR Candidate

Completing the trifecta of Tri-Town elections, 
the annual Marion town election produced no surprise 
results on May 21. With only incumbents and unopposed 
candidates on the 10-office ballot, there were very few 
variables for this year's election. 8.7 percent of Marion 
voters cast their ballots. 

Incumbent Selectman Jonathan Henry of Front 
Street ran unopposed and was elected for his third term 
with 257 votes. Incumbent Town Moderator David Titus 
was elected in for another year-long term with 274 votes. 
Incumbent Assessor Bradford Fames ran unopposed for 
another three-year term and was elected with 263 votes. 
Incumbent Board of Health member Albin Johnson ran 
unopposed and was elected with 245 votes. 

Planning Board Chairman Thomas Magauran 
ran for his three-year term unopposed and was elected 
with 215 votes. Current Planning Board member Patricia 
McArdle decided not to run again this year, so newcomer 
Sherman Briggs ran unopposed to fill the second slot. Mr. 
Briggs was elected with 207 votes. 

One of the two three-year Open Space Acquisition 
Commission (OSAC) term went to incumbent John 
Rockwell, who ran unopposed and was elected with 214 
votes; newcomer Randy Parker was also elected to OSAC 
with 245 votes. 

Rounding out the two open school committee 
terms, incumbent Marion School Committee member 
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Brad Gordon was re-elected to another three-year term 
with 257 votes. The only small twist in this predictable 
election was the Old Rochester Regional School 
Committee term, for which no candidate pulled papers. 
However, Thomas Shire initiated a write-in candidacy 
for the vacancy briefly before town election. Mr. Shire, a 
former businessman and educator in the Boston Public 
School system, is a longtime resident of Marion and all 
of his children have attended Marion schools. Mr. Shire 
was elected with 181 votes and will be filling the vacancy 
of long-time ORR School District Committee member Dr. 
John Russell.

A meeting of the Marion Planning Board met on 
Monday, May 24, 2010 at the Marion Town House. The 
meeting was called to order by Chairman Tom Magauran 
at 7:20 pm. Also present were Board Members Jay Rider, 
Steve Gonsalves, Joseph Napoli, John Sweeny, Julia 
Crowley, returning member Sherman Briggs and Planning 
Board Secretary Terry Santos. 

The first order of business was the reorganization 
of the Board. Jay Rider was nominated to be Chairperson, 
and was voted into position by the rest of the Board. Tom 
Magauran was appointed as Vice-Chair, and Sherman 
Briggs was appointed Clerk. 

Mr. Ryder's first act as Chairman addressed an 
ANR Plan for 468 Point Rd. The property consists of 
two single-family dwellings, which the owners, Moore 
Marion Trust 11, would like to sell as a subdivision. A 
representative for the owners explained that both lots 
have equal frontage and meet zoning requirements. 

Mr. Magauran said, "I would seek to clarify this 
with [town] counsel." Chairman Ryder agreed, asking 
the representative to return: "We'll have an answer at our 
next meeting on June 7, at 7:20 pm." 

The next order of business was the opening of

two public hearings regarding the potential Cumberland 
Farms at 406 Wareham St. The first being a special permit 
to allow a reduction in the setback, the second being a site 
plan review. Mr Rob Pellegrini, the Cumberland Farms 
spokesperson, introduced his team, which included the 
planning department manager, regional sales manager, 
senior project manager, landscaper and traffic engineer 
A brief overview of the project was given. The 
proposed project would be a thirty-five (plus or minus) 
square foot convenience store with all parking adjacent 
to the building. It would have two underground storage 
tanks, new fire suppression, a place for dumpsters and a 
bike rack, and would be a twenty-four hour operation.

Cumberland Farms provided maps, which 
showed both the current and proposed store. The design 
being proposed is a new design, unlike any others in the 
area. 

An issue regarding the placement of gasoline 
pumps was raised. The Planning Board wanted to see 
the pumps placed in the back of the store. Mr Magauran 
asked if this placement was practiced, and Mr. Pellegrini 
responded "no." Mr. Magauran, who reflected the desire 
of the board to have the pumps out of sight, answered, 
"that's going to present a significant challenge for us." 
Mr. Pellegrini said, "Cumberland Farms will walk away if 
that passes." 

Another area of concern was the "fast-food" 
element of the store, and whether or not the food 
prepared there would require a fast-food permit. 
Cumberland Farms stated that the store would only 
sell pre-packaged foods, so they claimed a permit was 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Magauran had a concern about Cumberland 
Farms already controlling the only other gas station 
in town, and how that could present a competition 
imbalance. 

A presentation was given on the proposed 
landscaping, as well as traffic and parking. Mr. Gonsalves 
pointed out that the traffic could be a major problem, 
especially if tall brush/ trees are planted in a way 
that obstructs drivers' view. "It [could be] extremely 
dangerous," he said. 

A motion was made to address these issues at a 
continued public hearing on June 21, 2010. 

The minutes from April 12, 2010 were approved 
by the Board and the meeting then adjourned at 10:21 pm.

C. Collyer on May 25, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall 
Conference Room. Also in attendance were Selectmen 
Paul A. Silva and George Randall and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

After the Pledge of Allegiance and a moment of 
silence for those who have served the country, the Board 
voted to maintain their current positions, with Jordan 
Collyer remaining Chairman, Paul Silva remaining 
Vice Chairman and George Randall remaining Clerk. 
Chairman Collyer welcomed the summer attire of no suit 
jackets and flip-flops. 

The Board then voted to approve the minutes of 
the April 26 minutes, both open and executive session. 
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and the Board also approved the executive minutes of a 
May 11 meeting. 

After approving and signing all town 
appointments, the Board voted to approve teen dances 
on Holmes Wharf every Thursday night from June 17 to 
August 26. The dances will take place from 7:30 to 10:30 
pm. 

In the first appointment of the evening, the Board 
discussed the results of an aquaculture research and fact- 
finding mission that they had had been conducting since 
the last meeting. This mission was conducted as a result 
of the very recent influx of aquaculture - particularly 
oyster aquaculture - applications. At a most recent public 
hearing for Jim O'Dowd, and then Chapman Dickerson, 
the Board had voted to place a brief moratorium on 
aquaculture grant approvals until they could construct a 
firm protocol for proceeding with such applications. 

Some of the concerns of the townspeople at 
previous meetings was the limited amount of suitable 
aquaculture locations in Mattapoisett, the science of it, 
the impact on a community's water frontage, and the 
liabilities involved in permitting oyster farms throughout 
the town's small water bodies - Brant Island Cove being 
one of the most sought-after locations. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne had put 
together a "crib sheet" of information on how other 
towns have addressed some of these issues, including 
Duxbury and Wellfleet, who have experienced an 
increase in aquaculture permit applications recently. But 
if abutters and applicants were hoping for a quick list of 
regulations from the Board, they may be disappointed, 
since the Board expressed the need for a lot of research 
and conversations before they could go forward with 
application approvals. 

"We have a lot of homework ahead of us before 
we wind up like Duxbury," said Selectman Silva. The 
Board thought it would be best to construct a non- 
appointment, ad-hoc committee of applicants, abutters 
and interested individuals to proceed with regulations, 
acreage limits, and possibly a bylaw. Two applications are 
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currently pending - the one from Mr. Dickerson is being 
continued and Mr. O'Dowd will be reapplying with a 
modified aquaculture plan. 

Selectman Silva also wanted to get a feel for what 
the income of a successful oyster farm could be. When 
he asked Mr. O'Dowd and Mr. Dickerson what their 
projected earnings would be, Mr. Dickerson responded, 
"No idea. I'd like to get started so I can find out." 

"I don't think a lot of businessmen put that 
number out there to discuss," added Mr. O'Dowd. 

However, Selectman Silva thought that this was 
an important figure to consider in the licensing process, 
since the application fee is relatively small compared to 
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the potential profit margin. Selectman Silva said that, 
in his research, he found that Duxbury oyster farms are 
making $800,000 a year based on their gross aquaculture 
revenue divided by applicants. "That seems like an 
awful lot," said Selectman Silva, who thought that this 
large profit margin should be considered in the town's 
review of aquaculture licensing costs. "I want to know the 
answer before we start giving out permits," he said. 

"It would be nice to have that money in town, 
wouldn't it?" asked Mr. Dickerson. 

Both Mr. Dickerson and Mr. O'Dowd expressed 
frustration with the Board over the process that 
Mattapoisett is employing to establish these aquaculture 
rules. "All these questions you keep asking - you 
are keeping people from being productive," said Mr. 
Dickerson. "I'm all go-go-go and you guys are all slow- 
slow-slow." 

"We want to go forward with this," said 
Chairman Collyer. "I have no problem moving forward. 
We just need answers to these questions." One of those 
questions included the issue of acreage. "Where is 
enough, enough?" asked Chairman Collyer in regards to 
how much acreage they would permit. Another question 
involved how the town would address license transfers. 

With the help of an ad-hoc coiiraiittee, experts in 
the field, and possibly even a conversation with Marion 
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Selectmen (who have also been dealing with increased 
aquaculture license applications as well), the Board 
will have a more defined course of action for the June 8 
meeting. 

In a second appointment, the Board conducted 
a public hearing for Tokyo Restaurant for an all- 
alcohol liquor license transfer. The owners of the Tokyo 
Restaurant building are buying the business from the 
current owner, who is sick. Since they have operated the 
restaurant before and are well-versed in the requirements 
of a liquor license with no past violations, the Board 
approved this transfer 

In another public hearing, the Board reviewed 
an all-alcohol liquor license application for a new 
restaurant called Tastebuds Bistro, which will be opening 
on the corner of Route 6 and Main Street. This was 
a reapplication by proprietor Carol Lareau under a 
corporation name for liability reasons. Since the original 
application had already been approved, the Board quickly 
approved this revised application. 

In a third public hearing, the Board considered a 
new wine and malt license for The Village Chef, located 
at 20 County Road. Since the applicants are the original 
owners of Nick's Pizza across the street, and have held 
a wine and malt license before, the application was 
approved. Chairman CoUyer said that at least two more 
wine and malt licenses would still be available with the 
approval. 

In a final appointment, the Board met with 
Harbormaster Steve Mach to discuss the 2010 Boating 
Season. Mr Mach detailed dock repair plans, the dingy 
waiting list, current projects underway, and plans for an 
old dingy dock/ observation pier. The pier can no longer 
be maintained in the budget, so Mr Mach got permission 
from the Board to partially remove it until something 
more permanent can be done. "We don't use it. It's 
expensive to maintain," he said.

Building Inspector Andrew Bobola. 

To a packed room, attorney Jonathan Witten 
represented a group appealing the issuance of the 
building permit to property owners Thomas and 
Terry Simonson at 8 Ocean View Avenue. In a lengthy 
presentation, Mr. Witten claimed that Mr. Bobola was not 
authorized to approve the Simonson's home expansion 
project because the Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) ruled 
that the expansion of a pre-existing structure on a 
nonconforming lot requires a special permit. He also cited 
various cases that upheld the necessary issuance of a 
special permit. 

Although a 1999 Mattapoisett bylaw establishes 
Mr. Bobola's right to approve permits for construction on 
pre-1973 lots, he argued that the bylaw is illegal under 
current case law. "You cannot write a bylaw that violates 
the SJC's decisions," he said, arguing that all structural 
changes for nonconforming lots must go through the 
Zoning Board of Appeals as a special permit. 

Attorney Daniel Perry responded to Mr. Witten's 
argimient with the statement that Mr. Witten and 
company failed to appeal the building permit within 
the required 30 days. Mr. Witten responded that the 
appellants have 30 days to file an appeal from when 
they were aware of the project, not from when the 
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commissioner approved the permit. "I'm at sixes and 
sevens; the argument is narrow and different from [what 
Mr. Witten] presented before," Mr. Hicks said, adding that 
all of the cases Mr. Witten cited involved towns lacking a 
local bylaw, imlike Mattapoisett. Mr. Witten refuted that 
claim. 

In other comments, Mr. Perry said that if the 
nonconforming, grandfathered structure meets the pre- 
1973 setback requirements, "you can do it without the 
permission of the Board of Appeals." 

"These people are complaining about exactly 
what they did themselves. . . I do not think that should be 
honored," he said, referring to abutters of the Simonson 
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property, who also expanded their homes in the past. 

In commenting on the 1999 Mattapoisett bylaw, 
Mr Bobola said, "The bylaw is the direct result of every 
beachfront community and the village because it gives 
people the right to build on grandfathered setbacks 
without the Zoning Board of Appeals. I'm not sure what 
we are doing here." 

Among other comments, Jonathan Silverstein of 
the Mattapoisett Town Counsel said that "it is clear that 
towns are more generous than state law" and that the 
aforementioned Mattapoisett bylaw is not ambiguous 
about Mr Bobola's authority to issue permits for 
nonconforming lots. 

One abutter attending the meeting expressed 
disapproval of the Simonson's plans to expand their 
home. "This structure is not a cottage; it is a McMansion 
that significantly alters the character of the neighborhood. 
It is the smallest lot with the largest house. Everyone 
directly around the house is against it," he said. 

In a lengthy deliberation process, the board 
agreed that Mr. Bobola had the right to issue the permit. 
"I have an issue whether we have the right to be involved 
in the first place. It is not within our jurisdiction; it was 
the building commissioner's decision," said Ms. Brogan. 
In constructing an official response to Mr. Witten's appeal, 
the board worked with Mr. Silverstein of the Town 
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Counsel. In the end, the board unanimously rejected the 
appeal stating that: 

• It was not filed within the 30-day deadline. 

• The building commissioner has authority to 
issue the permit. 

• The Mattapoisett bylaw in place is clear. 

• The building commissioner has used the bylaw 
consistently for ten years. 

In the second public hearing, applicant Christian 
McCullough of 25 Cedarcrest Road asked the zoning 
board to approve a special permit allowing him to elevate 
his dwelling by three feet and add decks and stairs that do 
not meet the required setbacks. "We need more storage," 
Mr. McCullough explained. In his comments on the case, 
Mr. Bobola said, "This is a very simple project that is 
well done and well thought-out. The deck and stairs are 
modest in size," he said. 

Calling the request "straightforward," the 
board unanimously approved the request with little 
deliberation.

In the third public hearing, Mr. McCullough 
represented Robin Govonlu of 12 Silver Shell Ave. Ms. 
Govonlu asked the board to approve a special permit to 
allow the construction of a single car garage that does not 
meet setback requirements. In comments, Mr. Bobola said, 
"They did a good job. The garage door is only 8 feet wide; 
I hope they have a small car. . . They did the right thing 
and put a one-car garage with minimum encroachment." 
He added that the lot is difficult to work with and the 
applicants did their best. After a short deliberation, the 
board approved the special permit unanimously. 

In the fourth public hearing, Dave Davignon of 
Schneider and Associates represented Donald and Ellen 
Ross of 116 Willow Ave. Mr. Davignon formally changed 
the applicants' request from a variance to a special 
permit that would allow the demolition of their home to 
construct a new dwelling in the same general location. 
The new structure would be elevated to adhere to FEMA 
requirements and the lot coverage would expand from 
4.9 percent to 6.8 percent. The board agreed that the 
applicants met the pre-1973 setbacks - for which they are 
eligible - and would maintain a "similar footprint" as 
the previous structure. The board approved the request 
unanimously. 

In the fifth hearing, Charles Van Voorhis 
represented Stephen Clapp of 19 Pearl St. for a special 
permit request to abolish an existing garage and construct 
a new garage within existing setbacks. Essentially, Mr 
Voorhis would elevate the garage from 23 feet 9 inches 
to 25 feet 6 inches. "It is very straightforward and nicely 
designed. I hope you look favorably on it," said Mr 
Bobola. With little deliberation, the board approved the 
request unanimously. 

In the sixth and last public hearing. Rick Sharon 
represented Andrea Shanley of 14 Silver Shell Ave. The 
applicant requested a variance to elevate an existing 
dwelling to 36 feet 7 inches, which exceeds the allowable 
setback requirements by 1 foot 7 inches. "We are primarily 
changing the height to meet the floodzone requirement," 
Mr Sharon said. In comments during deliberation.

As the first item of business, Mr. White opened 
two formal public hearings on School Choice and internet 
safety. In formal recommendations, he advised the board 
not to adopt School Choice - which allows out-of-district 
students to attend the school - due to the impact on class 
size. The board quickly voted against the adoption of 
School Choice at Sippican Elementary School. 

In the second public hearing, Mr. White detailed 
internet policy and online safeguards required to receive 
E-Rate funding from the Department of Education. 
According to Mr. White, the school district installed 
"Joebox", a filtering system that blocks out material 
deemed harmful to minors as well as access to personal 
email and social networking sites. The board unanimously 
approved the internet safety policy. 

The superintendent also mentioned that 
Massachusetts is gearing up to reapply for Race To The 
Top, and he said that he hopes Marion teachers sign 
onto the initiative. Marion teachers did not endorse 
participation of RTTT during the first round, for which 
the federal government did not select Massachusetts to 
participate. 

Mr. White also discussed at length a recent anti- 
bullying presentation by Dr. Elizabeth Englander of 
Bridgewater State College's Massachusetts Aggression- 
Reduction Center. In comments on the anti-bullying talk, 
Ms. Hamm said the landscape of bullying has changed 
dramatically with the rise of internet usage among young 
people. "Things that used to be said in the playground are 
now texted or sent online," she said. Mr. White added, "It 
is evolving, there really is nothing out there about how 
districts manage cyberbullying . . . there are no rules." As 
such, he said he is leading an effort to create new anti- 
bullying policy, develop professional training to curb 
instances of bullying, and engage the community in the 
overall anti-bullying effort. Dr. Englander stressed the 
importance of putting the focus on educating children

The Wanderer is once again pleased to announce the 2010 
recipients of our seventeenth annual "Wanderer Keel Awards." 
This annual community service honor is presented to one resident 
from Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester each. It is given to those 
who have contributed in some way to the overall benefit of the 
community, either directly to town residents, or indirectly through 
efforts in promoting town activities, or working to keep the wheels 
of local government well-oiled. 

In doing this each year, we hope to applaud those who are rarely 
recognized for their countless hours of service and focus on the 
many people "behind the scenes" who remain otherwise anonymous 
but provide crucial support to many town functions. Like the keel 
of a ship, which keeps the vessel from capsizing, the recipients of 
the Annual Wanderer Keel Award are recognized for their stalwart 
efforts in keeping their respective community on an "even keel." 
We hope you will join us in congratulating this year's recipients and 
celebrate their contributions to the tri-town communities. 

• Mattapoisett Keel Award 2010 - Stephen L. Kelleher, 
Reservation Road 

The Mattapoisett Bike Path has been an epic undertaking, and 
will continue to be one of the greatest recreational infrastructure 
projects this area has ever seen. The bike path's completion to the 
Marion town line has a planned finish date of 2016. This project has 
required foresight, coordination and profound diligence on behalf of 
a select group of Mattapoisett residents. 

One of these residents is our 2010 Keel Award winner Stephen 
Kelleher. Mr. Kelleher has been an integral part of "staying the 
course" with the bike path project from its inception in 1997. As 
chairman of the Bike Path Committee, Mr. Kelleher has always kept 
hope when funding seemed impossible, and kept the price tag on the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path as low as possible - at a 2009 meeting, Mr. 
Kelleher estimated that, with Community Preservation Grants and 
private donations, Mattapoisett taxpayers will end up footing less 
than 10 percent of total project costs. This was all the result of Mr. 
Kelleher's tireless lobbying of state and federal representatives. 

On a pleasant, sunny day, you can be sure that the Mattapoisett 
bike path will be bustling with activity. Walkers, bikers, roller- 
bladers and dog-walkers all reap the benefit of a trail dedicated to 
beauty, peace and fitness.

MacGruber. Starring Will Forte and Kristen Wiig. 
Directed by Jorma Taccone. Running time: 89 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

What's the point of spoofing a genre that pretty 
much spoofs itself? My guess is that a lot of people in 
Holl5rwood grew up on the overwrought, macho action 
flicks of the '80s and have been yearning to recreate them. 
But that kind of film doesn't really fly any more; these 
days the big budgets go to fantasy films or superhero 
films. If, say. Lethal Weapon were to be made today, it 
would have to be as an overt comedy, preferably one that 
can sell in the urban markets. The lily-white MacGruber, 
which is sinking without a trace at the box office, may be 
the proof. 

MacGruber (Will Forte) started life as the 
clownish hero of brief Saturday Night Live sketches. Forte, 
John Solomon, and director Jorma Taccone have worked 
up a feature-length narrative for MacGruber, but they 
don't seem to have solved the problem of why. An action 
farce like this, structured as a clothesline of skewered 
cliches, can work if it's powered by deep disdain for the 
source or deep appreciation of it. MacGruber has neither It 
seems to have been made because it could be made. Even 
Hot Fuzz, which underwhelmed me, was clearly a tribute 
to the junk it was satirizing. MacGruber is just a tribute 
to itself and the creative bankruptcy by which Universal 
forked over $10 million to make it. 

None of this would be important if the film 
were funny. But MacGruber isn't a character — he's 
an assemblage of other characters' backstories (rogue 
reputation, dead wife, called out of peaceful retirement 
for One Last Mission). Will Forte plays MacGruber on 
a sketch level, and he can't sustain it for even the short 
running time. Kristen Wiig, who reprises her role as 
MacGruber's hot assistant, isn't used here particularly 
well other than her body language in a coffee-shop 




sequence. The presence of Val Kilmer as the villain, whose 
name probably isn't suitable for a family publication, 
promises more wildness than we get. 

Why wasn't MacGruber set in the '80s? That's 
the decade it seems to worship, and there's a portrait of 
Reagan on the office wall of MacGruber's old colonel 
buddy (Powers Boothe), but there are also cell phones and 
other modern signifiers. The photography dukes it out 
between neon and black-on-orange; there's a seriously 
ugly-looking scene set during the villain's poker game, in 
what's lighted to look like a pinkish grotto. Aesthetically, 
the movie is a crime; comedically it resorts to knee- 
slappers like celery up the butt (not once but twice). It's 
further proof, as if any were needed, of SNL producer 
Lorne Michaels' contempt for the audience. 

And for gays. Near the beginning, MacGruber 
goes around assembling his dream team of tough guys 
he's worked with in the past. He gets to one, a beefy 
mechanic (played by the wrestler The Big Show) who 
locks lips with another guy. MacGruber vehemently 
crosses the big sissy's name off his list — easy 
homophobic joke. I hoped, though, that it might pay off 
later if MacGruber desperately needed a mechanic at 
some point and was chagrined when he remembered he 
dismissed a good one just for being gay — that'd be an 
easy point against homophobia. But he never ends up 
needing a mechanic, so it's just a homophobic joke after 
all.
